Regulation Made by Order in Council 
1348 on April 19, 1973, Approving 
Special Survey and Plan Under Sec- 
tion 26. 


REPORT that the following order has 
been made by the Deputy Attorney-Gen- 
eral pursuant to the provisions of the 
Special Surveys Act in respect of the spe- 
cial survey of the land hereinafter de- 
scribed: 

In the Matter of the Special Surveys Act 
and in the Matter of the Special 
Survey of Bk. 2, Sec. 82, Victoria 
District, Plan 1579; All Situate With- 
in the Municipality of Saanich and 
the Victoria Land Registration Dis- 
trict. 

“Whereas under the authority of the 
Special Surveys Act, and pursuant to 
the request of a number of registered 
owners affected, concurred with by the 
Surveyor-General, Gilbert D. Kennedy, 
Q.C., Deputy Attorney-General, on the 
21st day of March 1972, directed a special 
survey of the lands herein described be 
made and a plan prepared by G. T. Mul- 
lin, a British Columbia land surveyor, 
approved by the Surveyor-General: 

“Whereas a plan of the special survey, 
together with Mr. Mullin’s report, have 
been duly deposited with the undersigned: 

“Whereas, in accordance with section 
23 of the Act, I appointed Henry T. Ken- 
nedy, Esq., Registrar of the Victoria Land 
Registration District, to hear any com- 
plaints or claims with respect to the spe- 
cial survey or the surveyor’s report: 

“And whereas the Registrar did attend 
at the time and place appointed to hear 
any complaints or claims with respect to 
the special survey or the surveyor’s report, 
and duiy reported thereon to the under- 
signed: 

“In accordance with the provisions of 
section 26 of the Act, I hereby order: 

“1. That the report of G. T. Mullin, 
B.C.L.S., be adopted and confirmed sub- 
ject to amending, as hereinafter provided, 
his statement under clause (d) of section 
17 of the Special Surveys Act containing 
an estimate of damages or increased 
values, and showing a just and equitable 
apportionment thereof, and subject fur- 
ther, to amending the plan of special 
survey by 

(a) including in the special survey 
area the remainder (the 5.98’ 
strip) of Block 2 shown on the 
plan; 
striking out all the words, figures, 
and letters in the heading of the 
plan after the words ‘Plan of Spe- 
cial Survey of’ and preceding the 
word and figure ‘Block 2’; 

(c) altering the common boundary line 
between the new Lots 13 and 14 
in accordance with the Registrar’s 
report hereinafter referred to; and 


(6) 
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(d) striking out the words and figures 
‘5.98’ strip dedicated for road’ 
and substituting ‘5.98’ strip vested 
in the Crown under s. 29 of the 
Special Surveys Act’. 

“2. That the Registrar’s report be con- 
firmed subject to the following amend- 
ments to his ‘Findings and Recommenda- 
tions’: 

(a) the finding (p. 1, last para.) that 
‘Block 2 does not extend westerly 
beyond the westerly boundaries of 
old Lots 1, 2 and A’, has been 
determined on further investigation 
to be incorrect; the 5.98’ strip be- 
ing within the special survey area; 
as a result of (a), supra, the find- 
ing (p. 3, para. 1) that the 5.98’ 
strip ‘would be without established 
ownership (as it presumably has 
heretofore)’ is incorrect; title be- 
ing nominally in the name of the 
original subdivider of the lands 
included in Plan 1579; 
the amount of compensation pay- 
able by the Johnstones, the owners 
of the new Lot 11, to Margaret 
Christina Lee, the owner of the 
new Lot 10, be increased from 
$675 to $900; 
the contributors to the Compensa- 
tion General Fund referred to in 
the Registrar’s report be increased 
and the distribution of the Fund 
altered by 

(i) adding the Crown as a 
payor in the amount of $303; it 
being considered that the persons 
entitled to claim against the Com- 
pensation General Fund have a

(ii) allowing the payees the 
gross amounts settled by the Regis- 
trar (p. 10, last para. of the re- 
port), i., Mitchell, the owner of 
Lot 12, $106, and Lee, the owner

(e) no costs be allowed The Corpora- 

tion of the District of Saanich. 

“3. That where, in consequence of the 
special survey, any land is added to any 
previously existing parcel, that land be 
vested in the registered owner of that 
parcel, subject to any registered charge 
that exists against the parcel of which it 
becomes a part. 

“4. That where, in consequence of the 
special survey, any land is added to any 
previously existing highway, that Jand be 
vested in the Crown.

At 
any general meeting every person shall 
be qualified to vote who is a Canadian

Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bilis of any 
nature whatsoever shail require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral! district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in th2 electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least cight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 


the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 


102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending

(1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of mode! Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 1034 inches by 742 inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time.
